Hazards to Humans and Domestic Animals

CAUTION

Causes moderate eye irritation. Harmful if inhaled, swallowed, or absorbed through skin. Avoid breathing
vapor or spray mist. Avoid contact with skin, eyes or clothing. Prolonged or frequently repeated skin contact
while mixing or handling may cause allergic reactions in certain individuals.

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STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

Pesticide Storage: Store product in original container only, away from other pesticides, fertilizer, food or
feed. Store in a cool, dry place and avoid excess heat.

Empty rinsate into a storage container for later use or disposal, or into a mix
tank for product formulation. Repeat this procedure two more times.

Pressure Rinse: Empty the remaining contents into a storage container or a mix tank and continue to drain
for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip. Hold container upside down over storage container or mix tank
or collect rinsate for later use or disposal. Insert pressure rinsing nozzle in the side of the container, and
rinse at about 40 PSI for at least 30 seconds. Drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip.
